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HOW  TO  GROW  ROSES 

Preparation  of  Bed.  Roses  will  grow  and  give  good  results  in 
any  fertile,  well  drained  soil.  Prepare  your  beds  by  digging  the  soil 
at  least  eighteen  inches  deep.  If  you  have  well  rotted  manure  mix 
this  liberally  with  the  soil.  Chemical  fertilizers,  such  as  our  Pure  Bone 
Meal  and  “Vegetable  and  Grain  Grower,”  give  good  results,  but  they 
must  be  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil  to  prevent  injury  to  the 
plants.  If  drainage  of  beds  are  imperfect  this  must  be  provided  for. 

Planting  and  Summer  Care.  Plant  as  early  as  possible  and  at 
least  a foot  deep.  The  Hybrid  Teas  eighteen  inches  apart  and  the 
Hybrid  Perpetuals  two  feet  apart.  Firm  the  soil  well  and  water 
thoroughly  after  planting.  Cultivate  weekly  throughout  the  summer, 
for  by  doing  this  artificial  watering  is  rarely  necessary. 

Pruning.  Roses  when  sent  out  by  us  are  pruned  ready  to  plant. 

Winter  Protection.  We  have  found  the  most  satisfactory  pro- 
tection is  the  earth  itself.  By  removing  a little  earth  from  one  side 
of  the  plant  it  may  be  laid  over  flat  on  the  ground  and  covered  lightly 
with  earth,  or  it  may  be  protected  by  drawing  a mound  of  soil  around 
the  base  of  plant.  In  either  case  the  earth  is  removed  and  plant 
straightened  up  when  danger  of  freezing  is  over  in  spring.  Strawy 
manure,  leaves  or  other  litter  may  be  used,  but  there  is  danger  of 
injury  by  mice  or  other  vermin  and  this  is  obviated  by  the  use  of 
soil  alone. 

Insect  Pests.  Grown  under  favorable  conditions  in  rich  soil 
plants  are  not  apt  to  be  attacked  by  insects.  A weekly  application 
of  Bordeaux  Arsenate  of  Lead  mixture,  one  ounce  to  the  gallon  of 
water,  and  applied  with  sprayer  to  under  side  of  foliage,  beginning 
about  June  1st,  continuing  throughout  the  summer,  will  keep  them 
free  from  most  insect  pests.  If  green  fly  or  aphis  appears  supplement 
the  above  treatment  with  an  application  of  tobacco  dust. 

Cutting  Bloom  of  Hybrid  Tea  Roses.  For  best  results  from 
this  class  blooms  should  be  cut  before  opening  full.  The  new  growth 
will  start  at  the  first  bud  below  the  cut  and  bloom  again.  The  use 
of  Nitro-Fertile  will  stimulate  the  growth  and  aid  you  in  getting  more 
bloom.

We  have  your 
favor  of  recent  date,  also  sample  of  Pear.  This  pear  was  of  very  good 
quality  and  it  showed  a trace  of  the  Oriental  type,  far  superior  to  other 
Oriental  pears.  Its  freedom  from  blight  is  a very  good  quality. 


Description 

The  Cassel  Pear  is  a Duchess-Kieffer  cross  combining  the  rugged 
stocky  growth  of  the  Duchess  with  the  heavy  bearing  characteristics 
of  the  Kieffer.  Tree  is  a strong  upright  grower.  Foliage  dark  glossy 
green,  and  has  never  yet  been  affected  by  blight.  This  blight  resist- 
ant quality  will  cause  it  to  be  grown  where  other  varieties  can  not 
survive.
